Let all the Decrees, Sentences, and Iudge- 
ments .of the High-Commiſſion Court and Star- 
Chamber be examined, and any found ſounjuſt, ſo 
ilegall, as the proceedings againſt the Gentlemen of 
Kent, tor preparing and preſenting a Petition agree- 
ablein form and matter to allthe Rules of Law. and 
Tuftice, by which men are to be informed to-ask any 
thing, as the judgement againſt 'M. Binyon-, that he 
ſhould be disfranchiſed, be incapableof ever bearing 
Office in the Common-wealth ,, impriſoned in the 
Goaleat Colcheſter, for the ſpace of two years , aid 
to” pay threethouſand pounds fine, nothing being 
charged and proved againſt him that any, Law or Rea- 
ſoncouldtell him he was not rodo.. Though the fen- 
rences in the other Courts were in ſome caſes tao ſe- 
vere; and cxceeded the meaſure of the offence, there 
was ſtill an offence, ſomewhat done that in truth was 
' acrime; But here Declarations, Votes, and Judge- 
ments paſſe upon Our People for matters not ſuſpe- 
Redto be crimes, riil they are puniſhed.. And have 
ſuch. proceedings ever been before this Parliament? 
If Monopolies have been granted to the prejudice of 
Our people, the calamity will not beleſle, if itbe exer- 
cifed by a good Lord, by a Bill, then it was before, by 
a.Parent ; and. yet the. Eaile of Warwick thinks fir

onin' Judges - obſtructed the courſe of Iuſtice ? was 
thatever fuckpartiality, and corruption., - when their 
tellow:Memibersof cither' Houſeare by them iimpors- 
tuned and ſolicited for: their” Votes in cauſes before 
them, :andno other:meaſureor Rule tothe Iuſtice of | 
that faQtien., then the opinions ofthe perſons contend- 
ing? *What ſums of money have been givento,-. and 
what contracts havebeen made with ifome Members 
of cither Houſe , 'who are of this powerfull Faction 
We complain of ; - for preſerving this man from being 
queſtioned , . and promoting - an - Accuſarion againſt 
that man , for managiog ſuch a cauſe, - and :procuring 
ſ\uch an order; Wearevery well able to give poo_—_ 
ne 
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Information,which we ſhall willingly doe,when there 
may be ſuch a ſober and ſecure debare, as becoms the 
Dignity and Freedom of Parliament, and the wit- 
nefſes,now within their reach, may neither be awed, 
nor tampered with before tryall. For how little care 
is thereraken for diſcoveries of this nature, appears by 
that, which upon complaint of a ſlander againſt Maj. 
ſer Pym was juſtified, andthe Author averred againſt 
him, fortaking 3o. pound Bribe to preſerve a Papiſt 
from legall proſecution, which hath been ſo Jong ſuf- 
tered to ſleepata Committee. 

Our Caſe is truly ſtated,fo truly, That there is ſcarce 
any particular urged or alleadged by Vs, which is not 
knownto many, and the moſt to all men. And muſt 
Our Condition be now irreparable? Are the injuries 
committed againſt Vs, andthe Law, juſtifiable? And 
muſt We be cenſured for uſing all poſſible means to be 
freed from them, or tobe repared for the, becauſe they 
ſeem to carry the Name, Conſent & Authority of both 
Our Houſes of Parliament © There is not a particu. 
lar of which We complain , that found not eminent 
oppoſition in both Houſes, and yet, forthe moſt part, 
'notabovea Moity of cither Houſe preſent. The Or- 
der of the 9.of September(an O: der to ſuſpend the exe- 
cution of Laws in force) paſſed, when there were not 
above Eighty Commoners (ot which many diſaſſenc- 
ed) and but twenty Lords, whereof eleven (the 
Major part) expreſly contradicted it, The firſt unſca- 
ſonable Remanſtrance (the fountain from whence 
all the preſent miſchiets have flowed ) was carried bur 
by cleven Voyces, after fiftcen houres ſitting , when 
above two hundred were abſcat,and was never appro- 
vedby the Lords. The bulineſſe = the Militia, = at 
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leaſt twiee rejeted by double their number in the 
Houſe of Peers, who conſented to it,there being no Po- 
piſh Lord preſcnt,& twelve Biſhops inthe Tower,and 
yetthis propoſed again, the Houſe being madethin. of 
thoſe Lords, who had formerly oppoſed it, who went 
out immediatly(ir being. their uſuall,courſe, to: watch 
ſuch opportunities, tocffeR thieir buſineſles) after Mai. 
ter Holls his threats, & then carried, The Declaration 
againſt Vs, ſent to Newmarket, was.catried but by one 
Voyce inthe Houſe of Pcers,and by a {mall nuniber in 
the Houſe of Commons. ' The juſtifying Sir 1ohbn Ho. 
tham,in his At of HighTicaſon,was oppoſed by many 
Perſons of great worth,though nexcher Houle had half 
it's number: And Wearevery. far from cenſuring all 
thoſe Perſons who concurred in thefe or any other par- 
ticulars;VVe beleeye very many ofthem ſtood not fo 
clcer alight,ro diſcern the Guilt,Malice, Ambition,or 
ſubtilry of their Seducers; Bur:if intruth there were a 
. Conſent entirely in both 'Houfcs of Parliament (as We 
are moſt aſſured,there will never be)ro alterthe whole 
frame of Government, muſt We fubmit to thoſe Reſo. 
lutions, and muſt not Qur Subjects help, and affit Vs 
in the defence of Laws & Governmenteſtabliſhed, be- 
cauſe they doe notlike the? Did We intend, when We 
calledthem to that great Cauncell, or did Our good 
Subjects intend, when they: fent them thither in their 
behalfs, That they ſhould aker the whole frame of 
Governmentaccording to their own-Fancies and Am. 
bicion, and poſſeſſe thoſe Places during their Lives? 
What Our opinionand reſolution is, concerning Par- 
liaments, We have fully expreſſed in Our Declarati. 
ons: Wee have ſaid ,& will ſtill ſay, they are fo effemti- 
all a part of the Conſtitution of this Kingdome, That 

Wee 
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Wetan attain to no happineſſe without them, nor will 
Weever maketheleaſt attempt ( in Our thoughts ) a. 
gainſt them, Ve well know that Our Selfe and Our 
ewo Houſes makeup the Parliament, and that We are 
like Hippocrates Twins, We muſt laugh and cry, live 8& 
dye together;that no man can be a triendto the one,and 
an enemy to the other, the 1njuſtice, Injury, and' Vio- 
lence offered to Parliaments, is that which We princi. 
pally complain of : And We again afſure all Our good 
Subjects,in the preſence of Almighty God, Thar all the 
As paſſed by Vs this Parliament, ſhall beequally ob- 
ſerved by Vs, as Ve defirc thofe to be which do moſt 
concern Our Rights. Our Quarrell is not againſt the 
Parliament, bur againſt particular men, who tirſt made 
the wounds,and will not now ſuffer chem to be healed, 
but make them deeper and wider, by contriving, foſte. 
rig, and fomenting Miſtakes and Icaloufics betwixc 
Body and Head, Vs and Our two Houſes of Parlia- 
ment; whom We name, andare ready to prove them 
guilty of High Treaſon,We deſire that the Lord Kym. 
bolton, M.Hollis, M.Pym, M.Hampden, Sir Arthur 
Haſlerig, M.Strode, M.M artin, Sir Henry Ludlow, Al. 
derman Pennington and Captain Fenn, may be dclive- 
redinto the hands of Tuſtice, to berryed by their Pers, 
according to the known Law of the Land; it We do 
not prove them guilty of High Treaſon, they will be 
acquitted ,and their Innocence will juſtly triumph over 
Vs: Againſt the Earle of Warwick, the Earle of Efex, 
Earle of Stanford, Lord Brook, Sir Iohn Hotham, Scrje.
